Gross Income Determines Liability 


There are two arresting facts in | 


the 1940 income tax law. First, the 
basis for determining liability for a 
return has been changed from net 
income to gross income. Second, 
the exemptions have been lowered 
from $1,000 to $800 for a single per- 
son, and from $2500 to $2,000 for a 
married person or head of a family. 

Every citizen or resident of the 
United States must file an income 
tax return, if single, or not living 
with husband or wife, and his or 
her gross income is $800; or if mar- 
ried, and his or her gross income is 
$2,000; or if their aggregate gross 
income equals or exceeds $2,000. It 
matters not what the net income of 
such persons may be, or if the re- 
turn, by reason of allowable ex- 
emption, or credit for dependents is 
nontaxable, the gross income of all 
such persons must be reported to 
the government. 

How to Avoid Common Errors 

Fifteen million persons, firms, and 
corporations, it is estimated, will 
probably file income tax returns this 
year. These returns began to trickle 
in around January 1. Every return 
for the calendar year 1940 must be 
in by midnight of March 15. In 
order to handle the enormous vol- 
ume of work alone entailed of re- 
ceiving these returns, the Bureau of 
Internal Revenue has greatly in- 
creased its staff in its several dis- 
trict offices. The experience of 
former years shows that the Bureau 
is always swamped with late re- 
turns. If taxpayers will file their 
returns early, they will find that 
this will be mutually beneficial] to 
them and to the government. 

A large number of these returns 
contain errors which, if not cor- 
rected by the audit, would result 
to the disadvantage of the taxpay- 
er. Many persons pay in more than 
the amount of the tax due; others 
fail to take advantage of the per- 
sonal exemption, the credit allow- 
ed for dependents, or deductions 
from gross income to which they are 
entitled. 

In making out your income tax re- 
turn, read carefully and study the 
instructions that accompany the 
forms on which the tax is com- 
puted. If you need more informa- 
tion, it may be obtained at the of- 
fice of the collector of internal rev- 
enue, deputy collector, or an in- 
ternal revenue agent in charge. 
When you visit an internal revenue 
office to get assistance in making 
out your return, take a copy of your 
1939 return with you. 

Forms for Making Returns 

Forms for filing returns of income 
for 1940 have been sent to persons 
who filed returns last year. Failure 
to receive a form, however, does not 
relieve a taxpayer of his obligation 
to file his retuin and pay the tax on 
time—on or before March 15 if the } 
return is made on the calendar- 
year basis, as is the case with most 
individuals. 

Forms may be obtained upon re- 
quest, written or personal, from the 
offices of collectors and from de- 
puty collectors of internal revenue 
in the larger cities and towns. A 


person whose gross income for 1940 | 


was derived from salary, wages, div- 
idends, interest, and annuities, and 
was not in excess of $5000, should 
make his return on Form 1040-A. A 
person whose gross income was in 
excess of $5,000 or, regardless of the 
amount, was derived from a busi- 
ness, profession, rents, or sale of 
property is required to use Form 
1040. Failure to use the proper form 
presents difficulties to both the tax- 
payer and the Bureau of Internal 
Revenue. Therefore, it is empha- 
sized that a taxpayer who is liable 
for a return and is engaged in a

Your Boy 


By GARRY CLEVELAND MYERS, Ph.D. 


@ Although an occasional parent 
would do almost anything to keep 
his son from being called in the 
selective draft, the majority of 
Americans believe with all their 
hearts that a year of military 
training will prove wholesome ed- 
ucation for their boys. Most par- 
ents, moreover, consider it a patri- 
otic duty and feel that it is the 
surest way to keep their sons alive 
if war should come to us. 


Some youths are being rejected 

as physically unfit and have learn- 
ed for the first time of their phys- 
ical defects. Many of these can 
and will be remedied. Parents of 
young children and youths will be 
more and more conscious of the 
need of proper dental and medical 
guidance, and of proper diet and 
health habits for the growing 
child. 
' We cannot easily estimate the 
full value derived from a year in 
military camp for the health of the 
average youth. 


For some youths, however, it 
will mean a break in education and 
business and vocational experi- 
ence. It will delay the progress of 
students in professional schools. 
Yes, there will be some hardships. 
On the other hand, some students 
in professional schools will gain 
in physical and mental health 
through this year of interruption. 


Democratic Draft 


The year of military training 
will prove a boon to many a youth 
who has had no job for months. 
Yet many a deserving youth would 
have been robbed of good char- 
acter and citizenship values if, as 
some whose sons had jobs argued, 
only the unemployed should be 
called to the army. I have a no- 
tion, indeed, that the young man

in the military camp is the youth 
who has enjoyed too much luxury. 

Many a youth, moreover, will 
learn in uniform, for the first time 
in his life, to respect authority, to 
do some things ‘he doesn’t want to 
do. And he will realize that he is 
no better than anybody else. Many 
for the first time will learn to go 
to bed at a reasonable hour, to get 
up at a reasonable hour in the 
morning, and to eat what is set 
before them. They will learn, in 


short, their first lessons in democ- 
racy. 


Don’t Subsidize Draft Boys 


Some soldier youths, unfortun- 
ately, long accustomed to luxuries 
at home, will be subsidized from 
the family purse. But not if their 
parents are wise. These parents 
will know that such luxuries would 
not necessarily help their sons 
physically nor morally, but rather 
would endanger them in these 
ways. Nor would it contribute to 
our American ideal of democracy. 
As a rule, I believe it the patriotic 
duty of parents not to send spend- 
ing money to their sons in the 
army camp, but rather to induce 
these sons to send some money 
home as savings, no matter how 
rich or poor these parents are. 


Solving Parent Problems 


Q. My daughter, seven, refuses 
to eat any breakfast. If I force 
her to eat, it makes her sick. 

A. For the next two weeks dis- 
cipline yourself to show no ¢on- 
cern whether she eats breakfast 
or not. If she has never eaten any 
breakfast in the meanwhile, calm- 
ly announce to her she can con- 
tinue to choose whether she will 
eat breakfast or not; but that if 
she does not eat breakfast she will 
be treated as sick and put to bed 
for the whole day—no toys, books, 
radio. But still let her choose.
